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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


The year 2000 has been a very active and historical year for the Town of Walpole. 
Many participated and performed for Old Home Days, which included a Grand Parade. 


The great restoration of the Town Office — Town Hall was completed during 2000. It is functioning 
to perfection and has received compliments by many. 


The Town Highway Department paved the street around the common, increased parking for the 
town hall and paved the parking area from the Academy to the Bridge Library. Ten concerned 
organizations or individuals gave money for new benches on the Common. The old benches have 
been restored and set up at the Westminster Street playground and at the Drewsville Common. 


The small triangle in front of Malnatis’ formed by the Route 12 bypass was taken over by the town, 
which will now be responsible for its upkeep. 


The magniloquent job of capping the landfill, which was closed by the state in January 1995, was 
finally completed in 2000. There was a lot of planning, engineering and meetings since the landfill 
closing. Of course, all of this had to meet strict state and federal standards which required an on-site 
engineer, as well as the watchful eye of the Board of Selectmen. The final inspection will be in 
2001 and then begin a thirty year inspection and monitoring by the New Hampshire Department of 
Environmental Services, but paid for by the Town of Walpole. 


The Board of Selectmen have taken the water and sewer monies out of the general fund and put them 
into a separate account set aside for use by the Water and Sewer Departments. 


We wish to thank all our dedicated employees for a job well done. And lastly, our unlimited 
appreciation goes out to the many volunteers, elected officials, and appointed people whose work 


has helped make Walpole one of the loveliest towns on the east bank of the Connecticut River.

To the inhabitants of the Town of Walpole qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said town of Tuesday, the 13"" day of 
March next, at 8:00 O’ clock in the forenoon to act on Articles 1 through 17, the first 
Article will be voted on at the polls. Polls at the Walpole Town Hall and the North Walpole 
Village Hall will remain open until 7:00 PM. Following the counting of the ballots, the 
meeting will be recessed until Saturday, the 17" of March next at 1:00 O’clock in the 
afternoon, at which time the balance of the Articles will be acted on. 


ARTICLE 1: To choose the necessary town officers for their respective terms. 


ARTICLE 2: To see if the Town vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $30,000 

(base salary $21,000 and benefits and equipment), to hire a third full time Police Officer. If 
this Article does not pass, the Selectmen will recommend that the budget for the Police 
Department be increased by $14,000. 


ARTICLE 3: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,409,359 
for the support of the Town poor, for Town libraries, to build and repair bridges and 
highways, to insure the public safety, and for such other expenses as may accrue. 


ARTICLE 4: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $50,000 to 
be held in the Capital Reserve Fund- Heavy Highway Equipment. 


ARTICLE 5: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the withdrawal, from Capital Reserve 
Heavy Highway Equipment, not to exceed the sum of $52,000, for the purchase of a dump 
truck at a cost of $58,218 with an approximate trade of $8,000. 


ARTICLE 6: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $10,000 to be 
held in the Capital Reserve Fund — Police Vehicle. 


ARTICLE 7: To see if the Town will authorize the withdrawal, from Capital Reserve Fund — 
Police Vehicle the amount of $24,326 for the purchase of a 2001 Ford Crown Victoria. All 
money from the sale of the 1996 Ford Crown Victoria - Private sale by bids- will be returned 
to the Capital Reserve Fund — Police Vehicle. 


ARTICLE 8: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $72,600 for a 
revaluation of town properties. This appropriation will cover the first year of a two-year 
revaluation period. The total cost will be $145,200. In the second year, 2002, the Town will 
vote to authorized the withdrawal of approximately $18,000 to close out the Revaluation 
Capital Reserve Account, with the balance of approximately $54,600 to be raised by taxes, 
for a total appropriation of $72,600. 


ARTICLE 9: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $20,000 for 
the installation of overhead three (3) phase power from the corner of Drewsville Road the 
Recycling building including changes to the building entrance as necessary. 


ARTICLE 10: To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of $7,000 for a new 
computer and vehicle registration software upgrades for the Town Clerk. 


ARTICLE 11: To see if the Town will take from surplus $10,000 for the purchase of land 
from the Boston and Maine Railroad extending east and west from the New England central 
Railroad right of way to Main Street. This amount was raised by vote of the Town at the 
Special Town Meeting, June 27, 2000. This amount was not spent during 2000 and was 
returned to surplus on December 31, 2000. 


ARTICLE 12: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $3,000 for 
Old Home Days to be held in the Capital Reserve Fund — Old Home Days. 


ARTICLE 13: To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of $1,200 to help 
support the work of the Community Kitchen, Inc., in Keene, NH. 

(BY PETITION) 

(The Board of Selectmen Recommends this Article.) 


ARTICLE 14: To see if the Town will vote to deposit directly into the conservation Fund at 
the time of collection and all future receipts from the Land Use Change Tax imposed when 
land is removed from “Current Use’, thereby losing its conservation status. The total 
amount deposited in any one year shall be limited to twenty-five thousand dollars ($25,000). 


ARTICLE 15: To see if the Town will vote to discontinue the position of North Walpole 
Tax Collector. This will become effective March 2002. 


ARTICLE 16: To see if the Town will recommend to the Tax Collector/Town Clerk that the 
office be open five full days a week and one evening, as soon as possible. 


ARTICLE 17: To transact any other business that may legally come before the meeting.

Our moderator David Westover, reconvened the Town Meeting at | p.m. on Saturday, March 
18" at the Walpole Town Hall. We began the meeting the Pledge of Allegiance to the flag. 
David then read a few interesting facts from a town history of February 15, 1900. David then 
read the recounts of the write in votes for Zoning Board of Adjustment and for the Cemetery 
Committee for the one year position. Paul McGuirk received 3 write in votes for ZBA and 
Peter Graves received 16 votes for Cemetery Trustee. 


David Westover swore in the newly elected officers. 

David then recognized several people for dedicated service to the Town of Walpole. 

Peggy Graves and her husband, Robert Graves, our out going selectman were recognized for 
their dedicated service to the town. Robert received an ox whip. Robert “Joe” Smith 
received an award for his thirty years as Road Agent to the Town of Walpole. Nathalie 
Nelson received flowers and a certificate for her 24 years of service as Supervisor of the 


Checklist. 


William Houghton was voted as clerk for the day. The Moderator explained the Rules of 
Order. 


Selectman, Charles Miller explained the Financial Renovations of the Town Hall.

ARTICLE 5: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $400,000 for 
the closing of the Landfill, and to authorize the issuance of not more than $400,000 of bonds 
or notes in accordance with the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act (RSA Chapter 33) 
and to authorize the Board of Selectmen to issue and negotiate such bonds or notes and to 
determine the rate of interest thereon. This is in addition to the $500,000 of bonds or notes 
authorized by the 1998 Town Meeting which brings the total to $900,000 of bonds or notes. 
NOTE: A two-thirds ballot vote of those in attendance and voting is required for the passage 
of this Article. 

(The Board of Selectmen RECOMMENDS This Article.) 


After discussion, polls were open at 2:08 p.m. at 2:18 p.m. meeting continued and polls 
remained open until 3:08 p.m. Meeting continues as ballots were counted. 


Ballot Vote 154 Yes 12 No 2 blank article passed. 


ARTICLE 6: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,303,193 
For the support of the Town poor, for Town libraries, to build and repair bridges and 


highways, to insure the public safety, and for such other expenses as may accrue. 
(The Board of Selectmen RECOMMENDS This Article.) 


Robert Graves, Chairman, Board of Selectmen explained the Budget. 
George Hurlburt made a motion to amend the Budget to $2,315,193.00, raising the total 
budget $12,000.00 to buy the pickup to use to fight forest fires. 


Amendment passes. 
Kathleen Foster presented an amendment to increase the budget for $10,688.48 to include 
$1,937.88 for North Walpole and $8,750.60 for Walpole. This would increase the percentage 


from 2 of 1% to % of 1%. This amendment did not pass. 


An amendment to increase the Treasurer’s salary from $1,500.00 per year to $2,500.00 per 
year as provided for in the budget. 


This amendment passed with a voice vote. 

Kathleen Foster then presented an amendment to increase the budget by $7,415.00 for 
income lost in 1999 due to reduction in warrants and pay for Walpole $6,565.00 and North 
Walpole $850.00. 

A ballot vote was requested. After voting we continued with town meeting and waited for 
the results. The amendment failed. Wee No 80

Amendment from Marshall Putnam “to close out the balance of the Capital Reserve Account 
invested in MBIA. Motion to withdraw the remaining funds passed. 


Voice Vote Amended article 11 passed 
A vote for non-reconsideration passed. 


ARTICLE 12: To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of $2,000 to help 
support the work of the Community Kitchen, Inc., in Keene, NH. 
(BY PETITION) 


Motion made by Kathleen Foster to amend article 12 and give $1,000 to Keene Kitchen, 
$1,000 to the Alstead Kitchen, $1,000 to North Walpole Kitchen and $1,000 to Bellows Falls 
Senior Center. It was explained that these are being funded in the Budget and the motion 
was withdrawn. 


After discussion Article 12 passed with a voice vote, unanimously.

ARTICLE 13: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to execute, 
acknowledge and deliver to John I. Ramsey and Ruth C. Ramsey a Quitclaim Deed 
conveying whatever interest, if any, the Town of Walpole may have in a certain tract of land 
containing 4,640 square feet situated easterly of Washington Street and westerly of the 
Ramsey’s house lot or to take any other action relating thereto.”

Paul Happ asked to address the meeting. He has a web site www.walpolenh.org. Paul will put 
almost anything concerning Walpole on this web site. Just contact Paul Happ of Maple 
Grove Road. 
Phil Hicks submitted “a motion to compel the Board of Selectmen to appoint an independent 
committee to investigate the Hooper Golf Course Lease and the amount of rent the Town of 
Walpole is now receiving.” 
Motion seconded and passed with a voice vote. 
Harold Putnam submitted a motion :To see if the Town will vote to authorize the placement 
of all future proceeds that may accrue from management of the Watershed (formerly Water 
Company) and Reservoir Town Forests into the Forest Maintenance Fund authorized in 1990 
for all other Town Forests instead of the “Water Company Account” which no longer exists. 
After discussion, this motion passed with a voice vote. 
Motion was made and seconded and meeting was adjourned at 4:55 p.m.

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WALPOLE WATER DEPARTMENT 


Two thousand was a year of many interesting complexities in the Walpole Water 
Department. The good news was that at the stroke of midnight a year ago our pumps 
kept turning. With nothing more than a couple of minor water line breaks in the first six 
months of 2000 it seemed we would have a quiet year and accomplish many planned 
projects. The first being the 2" phase of our Maplewood Park-Homestead Avenue water 
main replacement. Our first day on the job started with the backhoe catching the side of 
an underground pone line and the start of a very stressful summer. That night at around 
1:00 am a thunderstorm struck and lightening hit the dam at the millpond, breaking 20 
feet of the primary water main that feeds the town draining the quarter of a million gallon 
tank on Prospect Hill in less than five hours. It took nearly thirty hours to restore water 
service to everyone. Before we had cleaned up the following day, several of you stopped 
to tell us water was bubbling up in the middle of Turnpike Street by Dionnes, there we 
went to repair another break and so it went. As you may have read in the area papers, 
many of New Hampshire water systems are in the same boat. Walpole’s water system 
was originally installed in the late 1800’s and early 1900’s. Our pipes are old and brittle 
and something as trivial as a thunderstorm can cause many problems. 


We are committed to stay on a yearly replacement plan that will hopefully keep us ahead 
of any major issues that some of our neighboring towns are facing. Last year, despite all 
the problems, we still managed to finish the second phase of the Homestead 
Avenue/Maplewood Park project. We also razed the filter building on Reservoir Road 
and replaced it with a modern above ground control station, which will be complete this 
year and will help, to control pressure and rust problems on the upper system until a more 
permanent solution can be financed. And for those of you watching the pennies, we have 
done all this below our projected budgeted amount, not by much but still in the black. 
What do we have planned for 2001? We have budgeted to replace the pump control 
circuit which was destroyed by a power surge and failure, as well as complete the 
Reservoir project. We will also start replacement of the Dearborn Road water main 
towards Dearborn Circle. This project is expected to take two years to complete. A 
special thanks to the Highway Department. Their cooperation and several days of long 
hours...24+ made it all the more possible for everyone to wake up to running water more 
often than not. Finally, we thank everyone for understanding when problems in this 
ancient system arise. Thank you for your patience and tolerance when problems have 
occurred. The age of our system makes a small issue seem major when you are on the 
receiving end of the 100-year-old rust.

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WALPOLE SEWER DEPARTMENT 


Walpole Sewer Department had a quiet year. We are still experiencing higher than 
desirable BOD and TSS levels in North Walpole. These levels are a part of our disposal 
cost, the higher the BOD and TSS the more our share of the treatment cost. We have 
been working with some businesses over the past year on this problem. In 2001 we will 
be establishing a maximum allowable level that a business can discharge and institute a 
penalty for those that exceed this. We are also working on an infiltration problem in both 
ends of town, this is when ground water or rainwater enters the system. This creates 
higher flows and higher treatment costs. There is still considerable clay tile main in 
Walpole village and some drainage issues in North Walpole. We replaced a section of 
old piping at the end of the Walpole common last year before the area was paved. 2001 
projects will focus on the above mentioned ground water infiltration. If you have any 
questions please contact the town hall at 756-3672.

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Report of the Walpole Highway Department 


The year 2000 was a busy year for the Highway Department. Some of our accomplishments include the 
rebuilding of the outside of the Town Hall area. The parking and paving turned out well and seems to 
have been a good decision on the part of the Selectmen and myself. The new donated park benches on 
the Common replaced the older benches. 


We were able to complete all our paving projects as scheduled. In North Walpole we paved Green Road 
and in Walpole we paved Taggard Road, Reservoir Road and County Road. We hope to pug mix the 


River Road area in Walpole and some of the streets in North Walpole. 


We installed another 400 feet of guardrails and would like to have comments from the public on areas 
they would like to see guardrails installed for future projects. 


Culverts were placed in fifteen locations. 


We completed all scheduled work with the Water Department. Mark Houghton and myself are looking 
into future projects that need to be done. 


The Highway Department, with the help of Alan Smith’s crew, capped the Watkins Hill culvert and was 
able to widen the road three feet. We also capped the two culverts on River Road. 


In North Walpole, the fence and sidewalk on Main Street between East Street and Cray Road was 
completed. We were able to open the drain between Lentex’s new building and old building, 
eliminating the water from settling in the upper tunnel during moderate rains. 

In regards to our equipment, the new backhoe was a good investment. The F-350 pickup, with its plow 
and sander comes in handy. The new wing on Truck #3 now makes us three large trucks with wings. 
This is a more cost efficient and time saving way of plowing and maintaining our roads. 


With the help of Buck Taylor, we were able to set up and maintain our street and road signs. 


We welcome any comments on projects the townspeople would like to see accomplished in the future. 
Suggestions may be left at the Selectmen’s Office. 


I would like to thank the Highway crew, the Selectmen and the office personnel for their continued 
support. I look forward to another year of serving the community.

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WALPOLE POLICE REPORT — 2000 


As we start the new millennium I would like to first thank the members of the Walpole 
Police department for their dedication and service. I would also like to thank the 
selectmen and staff for their assistance during the year. 


I would also like to thank the residents of the Town of Walpole for their support and look 
forward to another year of serving the community. 


The following are some of the statistics and achievements during the year 2000. 


The Walpole Police handled approximately 1500 calls in the year 2000. Some notable 
calls were, a party in North Walpole where 32 arrests were made and involved numerous 
police agencies. It was the first time since I have been Chief of Police where and Officer 
was injured. Officer Paquette received a broken hand, which kept him out of work for 
several months. 


Another notable case was a home invasion on Watkins Hill, where soon after the suspects 
were apprehended. 


The Walpole Police made 97 arrests for the year 2000 as opposed to 61 in 1999. We 
responded to 63 motor vehicle accidents, including | fatality. We handled 183 criminal 
cases, as opposed to 129 in 1999. 


Since the Regional Prosecutor has been prosecuting for the Town, we have not had to 
appear in court but a few times, keeping the Officers in town to cover the calls. 


We also held an auction of items from a case in 1996, which netted approximately 
$25,000 dollars. Part of the money went to equipping the cruisers with video cameras, 
which will aid in the Police protecting the town as well as the Police Officers.

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WELFARE DEPARTMENT REPORT FOR 2000 


The Welfare Department handled 14 cases in year 2000. This was down 14 from last 
years 28 cases. 


All cases are scrutinized very carefully, and benefits given where applicable. After 
speaking with the clients and understanding each situation I work with them toward 
becoming self-sufficient. If a client is able to work, I will insist the client look for work. 
A form is given to the client and he/she must go to at least 10 places per week looking for 
work, at each place of employment the client goes, someone from that location must sign 
the form stating an interview was either done or will be done. With the economy being 
as it is, there are lots of job opportunities available. If a person does not comply with the 
above he/she is refused assistance. 


At times assistance 1s a very necessary reality — help is given with the understanding that 
working toward becoming self-sufficient is the goal. 


Welfare assistance is not a long term solution — it is a short term assistance while working 
toward becoming dependant on ones self.

Walpole Conservation Commission 


The year 2000 proved to be very active and productive for the Conservation 
Commission. We had the usual number of wetland applications to review. Complaints 
of violations of wetlands rules were down from the previous two years. Land 
acquisitions and preservation consumed our energy for most of the year. 


We were successful in completing conservation easements on all of our town 
forests. The Monadnock Conservancy holds the easements and will provide 
monitoring services in the years ahead. 


We should point out that the use of these parcels of land has not changed. No 
matter who may own one or all of these parcels, the public may use them as they 
always have. There can be no development for residential, commercial or industrial 
use; Open space will remain forever. 


The Town was given a 23 acre parcel of field and forest land on the Thompson 
Road. For this we are grateful to Mr. & Mrs. Alfred Bertin. Thank you Mr. & Mrs. 
Bertin. This gift provides a green open space along a road that has seen some 
development and may soon see more. 


Our major accomplishment for the year 2000 was the completion of land 
acquisition from the Sawyer family on River Road. The Town of Walpole now owns 
44 acres bounded on the north side by Hall's Crossing Road. This parcel of land is 
bounded on the east by the railroad tracks and on the west by River Road. In addition, 
93 acres of agricultural and forest land will be purchased by a local farm operator. The 
purchase of this property is important as there will be conservation easements 
protecting this 93 acre parcel which includes 3,500 feet of river frontage. The Town 
of Walpole will be granted an easement on the river frontage to construct and 
maintain a footpath. 


Financing all of this was accomplished in several moves. Since the eastern 
boundary of the 44 acre parcel abuts the Mason Forest, appeals were made to the State 
of New Hampshire and Superior Court in Keene to allow funds from the Mason Fund 
to be used. This appeal was approved and permission granted. Two grants, one from 
the New Hampshire Department of Agriculture and one from a private trust, were 
applied for and received. A committee was formed, outside of the Conservation 
Commission, to raise funds by soliciting contributions from Walpole residents. This 
money was used to purchase the development rights on the 93 acre parcel. The farm 
operator will pay for the land at its agricultural value. The fundraising process was 
successful and the purchase price of the land, all costs, legal and otherwise, were paid 
for without the use of tax dollars. 


Our goal now will be to work out the details of footpaths on both parcels. This 
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will take some time and funding. We are going to make it work and when completed 
one will be able to walk from the old railroad crossing on the River Road South to a 
point past the Sawyer Farm on River Road South along a mostly forested pathway. 


Mr. John Hansel donated five Disease-Free American Liberty Elms to the 
Town. These trees have been planted on Main and Union Streets. We would like to 
thank Mr. Hansel on behalf of the people of Walpole for this gift. 


We also owe our gratitude to many individuals and Town Boards, especially 
the Board of Selectmen, the office staff, the Trustees of Trust Funds and the Highway 
Department. Without the support of all these dedicated people we would not have 
accomplished all we did in 2000.

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2000 Report of the Hooper Institute for the Walpole Town Report 


The Hooper Institute continued to serve the community of Walpole through its 
educational programs and grants in the year 2000. In accordance with the will of George 
L. Hooper, programs in agriculture, forestry, botany, soils and environmental 
conservation were offered. Hooper Institute personnel visited each classroom at the 
Walpole and North Walpole schools on a weekly basis. 


Primary age children learned about native plants and their importance to wildlife. They 
studied the behaviors and adaptations of animals. They observed signs of the seasons and 
actively participated in the school recycling program. They prepared and planted a 
school garden in spring. In the fall, they became garden artists as they sketched plants 
and insects. Then they harvested the crops, saved seeds and created a Thanksgiving feast 
from its bounty. Students took field trips to many natural features in Walpole to study 
mushrooms, trees and pondlife. 


Middle School students visited local farming and forestry operations in the area including 
dairy, sheep, produce and poultry farms, Christmas tree and maple sugaring operations, a 
sawmill and wood turning shop. At school, they pressed cider, viewed sheep shearing 
and learned how to handle wool. Soil and its conservation, trees and forestry, wetlands 
and the Connecticut River Valley were major units of study as well. Wildlife studies and 
snowshoe expeditions were popular as was the annual canoe trip on the Connecticut 
River. Junior High students conducted water quality tests of local waters. 


At the High School level, the Hooper Committee awarded grants to high school youth to 
attend a 4-H teen conference and funds to buy livestock to further their agricultural 
interests. A summer work program placed thirteen teens at local farms, the town 
recycling center and businesses related to agriculture. Students gained insight into the 
practical skills demanded to manage a business operation as well as job responsibility. 


The Summer Program for children in Grades 1-8 attracted about seventy participants. 
Based at the Hooper Institute, they did crafts, played games, learned about native lore and 
participated in their first “archaeological dig”. They also visited farms, forests, fields and 
water features in town and gained an appreciation of the unique beauty of Walpole. 
Nearly twenty children completed individual woodworking projects using the wood shop 
at Hooper to build birdhouses, shelves, coaster cars, tables, stilts and more. 


The Hooper Institute hosted an open house in the spring in conjunction with Old Home 
Day and another in the autumn. School groups continue to visit the Farm and Forest 


Museum housed at Hooper. Personnel also worked with community youth groups. 


Thanks to the many people who have supported the Hooper Institute with donations of 
time and expertise this year. Special thanks to the Hooper Committee for their guidance.

Carrying out the responsibilities for the North Walpole Library Branch 
is Rose Werden who is so appreciated and loved by all her patrons. At Bridge Memorial Library, 
Mary Farrell, Fran Moses and Michael Kreek preside over the circulation desk, working hard to 
fulfill all your reading and research needs. Filling in as substitutes are Helen Morosini and 
Nathalie Nelson. Keeping the building and grounds in good condition is a credit to Victor Pratt. 
To you all, we extend our sincere thanks for a very successful year. 


Keeping the physical plant in good repair and up to date, educating staff and trustees and 
enhancing our book collection are also important elements for success. Again, through the 
generous benefit of the Austin I. and Winona V. Hubbard Gift Fund, we have accomplished the 
following: 

1. All rooms of the library are now air-conditioned.

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REPORT OF THE RECYCLING/SOLID WASTE COMMITTEE — YEAR 2000 


In the average month 55 different volunteers kept the Walpole Recycling Center running with 
help, of course, from Rick, Brian and Peter. Most volunteered more than one time in the month, 
many several times. All told some 90 citizens volunteered at the Center. Among those are 
several who write the weekly WRAP column in the River Record. Walpole is fortunate to have 
this corps of active citizens and they deserve much thanks. Anyone with a couple of hours 
available is encouraged to volunteer. 


As the volunteers will tell you it was a busy year. Recycled material shipped from the Center 
increased to 550 tons, 38% over last year. Solid waste also increased 38%. Some of the increase 
was due to North Walpole resuming use of the Center. As a result of the increased business 
Peter Dennett was hired in May. We also had welcome help from Tyler Westover and Patti Irish 
in June, July and August as a part of a Hooper Institute program. 


The cost to dispose of trash in 2000 was $80.34 per ton. If the 550 tons of recyclable's had been 
dumped at $80.34 per ton, it would have cost $44,187. Instead recycable's were converted into 
income of $32,082 a new high. Rick’s efforts to increase our income have paid off. Two of the 
more important innovations were the taking of cardboard from Mr. G’s and the processing of 
already separated recycable's brought in by Langdon. for which we get a processing fee and sales 
income. Once again we stayed within our expense budget. 


Necessary improvements to the site and equipment included regrading of the site that was 
completed in September to correct serious drainage problems. The traffic pattern was then 
changed to go outside the burn pit. We replaced the burn pit door rollers, installed new fingers, 
bearings and wear plate in the glass crusher and extended the loading dock. 


In August the first of nine Household Hazardous Waste days took place. By the last one in 
November 177 Walpole households, free of charge to them, had taken this opportunity to dispose 
of such waste safely at the Keene Hazardous Waste facility. Keene also supplied their 
Educational Trailer as Recycling’s contribution to exhibits at the Walpole’s Old Home Day 
where it won first prize. 


Having won the Award last year as N.H.’s best municipal recycling program, the Center was 
visited by groups interested in seeing what we do. Among those were a group of 93 organized 
by the Governor’s Recycling Program in April, one from Tamsworth in August and one from 
Newport in September. Rick Cooper, our Manager, discussed features of our operations at two 
State Conferences. He also served as Chairman of the Northeast Resource Recovery Association 
(NRRA) Marketing committee and so is well informed about market conditions. 


As usual in this business, markets were variable. Cardboard for a brief time got to $115 per ton 
in contrast to the 2000 average of $75 per ton. At year-end it was $35. Rick was able to realize 
50 cents per pound for aluminum by the expedient of physically taking 4 bales to Concord on 
one of his NRRA trips, about 15 cents per pound above what we otherwise would have received. 
When the price for glass became unacceptabie low a new outlet was found. Our metals vendor 
was also changed to improve operations. 
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The Walpole School, whose recycling program has been well run by students, was recognized in 
January with an Award for 1999 from the Governor’s Recycling Club. Their program won a 
first place Award again in 2000. The School won the Gold Circle Partnership Achievement 
Award celebrating collaboration between the School and the Walpole Recycling/Transfer Center. 
We are proud of their achievements.

REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


There are 2,200 Forest Fire Wardens and Deputy Forest Fire Wardens throughout the 
state. Each town has a Forest Fire Warden and several Deputy Wardens who assist the 
Forest Rangers with forest fire suppression, prevention, and law enforcement. The 
number of fires reported during the 2000 fire season was below average as referenced in 
the statistics below. Despite this, our network of fire towers and detection patrols were 
still quite busy with the fire towers being first to report over 135 fires. These fires were 
quickly and accurately reported to the local fire department for their prompt and effective 
suppression efforts. Wildland fires occurring in areas where homes are situated in the 
woodlands are a serious concern for both landowners and firefighters. Homeowners can 
help protect their homes by maintaining adequate green space around them and making 
sure that houses are properly identified with street numbers. Please contact the Forest 
Protection Bureau to request a brochure to assist you in assessing fire safety around your 
home and woodlands. 


To aid your Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department and State Forest Ranger, contact your 
local Warden or Fire Department to find out if a permit is required before doing ALL 
outside burning. Fire permits are required for any open burning unless the ground is 
completely covered with snow where the burning will be done. Violations of RSA 227- 
L:17, the fire permit law and other burning laws of the State of New Hampshire are 
misdemeanors punishable by fines of up to $2,000 and/or a year in jail. Violators are also 
liable for all fire suppression costs. 


There are eleven Forest Rangers who work for the New Hampshire Division of Forests 
and Lands, Forest Protection Bureau. Forest Rangers have investigated numerous 
complaints regarding violations of the timber harvest and forest fire laws and taken 
enforcement action to ensure compliance. If you have any questions regarding forest fire 
or timber harvest laws, please call our office at 271-2217, or for general information visit 
our website at www.dred.state.nh.us. 


The State of New Hampshire operates 15 fire towers, 2 mobile patrols and 3 contract 
aircraft patrols. This early detection system and reports from citizens aid in the quick 
response from local fire departments. These factors are critical in controlling the size of 
wildland fires, keeping the loss of property and suppression costs as low as possible. Due 
to permitting and fire safety concerns, please contact your local fire department 
BEFORE using portable outdoor fire places and vessels, including those constructed of 
clay, concrete or wire mesh. 


Please contact your local fire department before doing ANY outside burning.

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REPORT OF THE WALPOLE FIRE CHIEF

Problems, (4) Vehicle Fire, (3) Assist Ambulance, (9) Power Lines Down, (1) Assist 
Police, (2) Dumpster Fires, (28) Mutual Aid Calls. 


The donation of the 1980 American Lafrance Ariel Ladder from the Ladies Auxiliary is a 
large financial boost to the fire District. By refurbishing this unit, as shown in the 
warrant, the Walpole fire District will have a piece of equipment that should serve this 
community very well for many years to come, at a very reasonable price. 


The Walpole Fire Department is conducting a fund drive for the purchase of a Thermal 
Imaging Camera. These units are proving to be very successful in saving both life and 

property and there 1s no life or property anywhere that is worth saving more than that in 
our community. Any donations will be greatly appreciated.
